supplies th« following valuable and highly interestingcommunication, the facts having been annoted
almost entirely "amidst the bricks 0/ Nineveh:".

Bcligios.
Mosn, May 18,1870.

Apart from Its proximity to the remains of Nineveh.there Is little indeed to attract the general
traveller to visit ihe cliy of Mosul. Thank* to Its
position on the Tigris, and the Industry of iui Inhabitant-,It can boast ol a population of 40,000 or 50,000,
who are reputed to l>e very wealthy. As a city Jt
differs in no respect from the general Oriental pattern.narrowstreets, square, flat-roofed houses,

, straight, vaulted bazaars, turbaned men, veiled
women ana au abundance of donkeys. It Is simply
a smaller edition of Bagdad, or Bassorali, or Aleppo.
To Americans It Is also or some Interest, as having

been the scene of twenty years of American missionarylaiior. Outside the walls, In the cemetery where
Europeans are usually Interred, a dozen or more of
slnipie graves contain the remains of such among
the missionaries as have hero flulshed their career.
1 am sorry, however, to have to add that this Is
almost Uiu only trace of the former operations of the
mission, six years ago the Held was abandoned,
and though there l.s still a small Protestant church,
numbering B>mc sixty or seventy members, it Is
constantly growing smaller, and a few more years
will almost certainly witness Its total extinction.
Upon the population lu general no Impression
whatever was made by twenty .years of conscientious,earnest labor. The Europeans here, indeed,
speak of the American missionaries with great reupect,but they add that the work In winch they
were engaged was one In which success cannot be
hoped for. Such converts as were made came from
a Christian church.the Nestorians; there is not an
Instance ou record of a Mussulman liavimr been
drawn over to the true laith.

.Strikingly different to this somewhat sad story of
wasted effort is the brilliant -tuccess of the French
mission of the Dominican Fathers. This mission
numbers several tliousaud converts, and Is now

erecting a handsome church.an erection which,
when finished, will be the most imposing edifice lu
Mosul. One need not seek far, however, for the explanationof this difference. The people in Mosul
upon whom both missions have exclusively directed
their proselytising batteries are Eastern Christians,
whose ritual and creed varies butslightly from those
ui the I'liurcu of Home. From one church to the
other is iudeod but a step, and the Christians of
Mosul have the si rongest of secular reasons to make
It; lor, let thein but onco becomo Catholics, anil the
French government, which u represented here by
a full Consul, will go any length to protect thcin,
while. It they become Protectants, they are^ rather
more defenceless ilian before, lor they are disowned
by the Church- they leave, while the heads of the
Church they join have no political influence whatever.It should be remembered that the Dominican
Fathers have failed among tiie Mussulman as completelyas tiio American mission has done: tuey
cannot boa.-t a single convert, lu zeal ami paueuocanu uuseilishness of purpose botn
uns.-loi.s are equal. One among tue DominicanFutliers inaeeu renounced the most brilliant
prospects to join the mission, lie was house
surgeon at tit-' Hospital St. Louis, lu Paris, aud,
while sdll a young man, had achieved a high reputationlor tiienearnc-s and precision of Ills surgical
operations. I am not vi< Jatlu«r any confidence by
udiug that the Fat tiers themselves arc aWutmed of

the KC.ie>al characters of their converts, lu this part
ol lie world a Christian means a drunkard, a liar
ami a cheat, "li a Mu.-Hulman touches his forehead,
sa s aiarassee it 111 tells me anything," said one of
the Fathers, me other day, "1 believe him; but if a
Christian, seeing me doubt a statement, begins to
wear to its truth, I stop him auU say 'dui't swear,
my mend; when you oiler 10 fa);e ati oath I
know you are telling a lais. hood."" Such is tue
Jiai-t.ru CI ristian character as displayed by its
toicuds.

most learned and profound among living Arabic
echolars. Ne.irly ail his iiie lie has been m the employof lie British government as an agent among
the Medswci.il, and ne speaks fluently each of the
eight dialeis of the desert. A few years ago Mr. Kasraui,opening a Hebrew bible, was astonished toilud
tliat. a tiorgii he scarce .y knew anything of Jlebr w
except the character iu which It was written, lie
was aole to read the book wrh comparative e.ise.
He, in short, at once recognized the Hebrew 01 Genesisas almost exactly (tie same dialect of Arabic,
now spoken oy the Ucdawccn, who roam over the
desert in the Immediate neighborhood of Mount
Sinai. His surprise may be imagined. But the most

The road out 'to tu© mounds was pretty food, 9#

we bad ainpfj opportunity to fix the *qj»ne In our
memory, we were riding over a genu* undulating
plain, bounded on either Hide by nt«2es of low hills.
No 'irce wan any where vUibii* but every here and
then-.in some dozen places, perhaps.a small conlcal-sbapedhill rose above the general level, und,
covered with green herbage, broke the monotony of
the landscape. Each or those hillocks contains tbe
remains of what was onoe a palace or a temple or a
ba h or wane uplendld public building. Even the
shape of these structures can be Imagined by one fanv
iliar wlih Asiatic architecture. And, letting thr/je
"banelesH fabrics" remain in vour mind's ere, 0)1 upthe spaces between them with date gardens &ud
groves of scouted trees and fields of millet and Beanie
and wiwat, mapyea off Oy walls or mud and gourde (1
by the houses of their owners.sqnare, dat-roufal,
low-stat ured structures ol sun-baked brick. And that
lb Niuevch.
H must not be supposed that Xlneveh u now a

desolate waste. Mosul may be regarded as Its legitimatedescendant, aud it must toe confessed that a
great deal of busy life still lingers there. And all
about here lite land Is occupied and tilled. At
an earlier season of the year, no doubt, the
landscape is rather dreary, apuearlug only
ad an espause or brown ploughed grounn. But
in the summer and in harvest time It
is a land pleasant to look upon, smiling
with plumy, it wouldj be prettier, perhaps,
it it were dotted wuh rarmhouses, as are our own
agricultural districts; but nere, both for security aud
tor Die ake or being close neighbors, the iteoplo live
only in villages, riding out ou their donkeys with
their sickles perhaps four or five Juliet to gather in
their crops.
After an hour's ride we crossed a little stream,

more mud man water apparently, but which
was strong enough to turu the wiieel ol a small
mill, built of stone aua very old. Soon afterwards
we came fairly in sight ol M. Botta's mound, which
used formerly to be crowned by a village, whose inhabitantshad to i>e Indemnified for tne cost of ihcir
forceil removal. Two Arab villages now stand near
tills mound; but the one called Khorsabad id the
nearest and largest, aud to this we proceeded In orderto procure a local guide aud leave our hones.
After silting in the SheiKh's home long enough to
smoke out a seiieel and wiitoll some half a dozen
Aran damsels (very pivtty, with cleanly-cut, intelligentfeatures and clear complexions) spin out a lew
yards of cotton yaru from their wheels, wo all.
MWtkh, Tliumas aud some do/.en villagers.adjournedto the mound.

rne top or cne mounu is stiu pierc/ d wiili scores

of huge shafts. aiul Hit' passages Into the mound are
perfectly visible, though so tilled up with eaiill,
waslieU down by the rains, lliat a man can scarcely
crawl through them. lla\lug brought candles especiallylor the purpose we vtuturedin a little way,
but tlie e.irtheu arches over our beads seemed so
shaky, aud the Arabs (from the outside) so loudly
proclaimed the peril In which we wen; pitting ourselves,aiid, above aU, there was so evidently nothing10 see, that we came out again.
Lyiug about the inouud, in every direction, are

fragments of sculpture exliuuied by M. Uotta. but
left behind as being too vului'le.-w or too heavy to
carry away. The be t of these is a colossal horse
with feathered wings and breast of conch shells, but
with the hi ad broken oil'. Another sume Is a carvingof a huge human head, the face of the familiar
Assyrian type. There are also some ten or a dozen
other marbles of heads and bulls and battle scenes.
The carving on all of these is still as clearly cut and

Serfect as when they left the hand of the sculptor,
[any of them were inscribed with the well known

cuneiform character. Bricks aud broken jiotiery,
somo of which also bore inscription-', are strewn
over the mound in the greatest profusion.enough to
furnish handsomely all the curiosity shops of
Europe.

WHAT IR IT?
Leaving Khorsabad the Arabs told us to call on

our waj back at a litHe lull winch tin y pointed out
to us, and which they said contained a much finer
liguic than any we had seen. Cantering smartly forwardwe soou reached the mound indicated. It was
some hundred feet in height and covered with grass.
A rtork of «hi»pn. «huo'irv ivtin u vnur'u

grazing at its base, tended by a man ami a couple
of all of whom were armed with the crook
lamlllar to ihc readers or paatural romances.
Mounting tiie hill aud descending a huge excavation,a treat. Indeed; awatted us. VVe were
lace to lace Willi an enormous marble
liaure, whose front alone, some twelve or
flliecn feet in height, was open to view, though passageon each side led into the niouitd round it and
enabled us to see that it was some twenty or tweutyilveleet in length. It is indeed one of the two or
three tlifures which Messrs. Layard and Hotu exhumedand almlred and wished to carry away, but
were unable to do so on account oi their weigh t. The
llgure is that of a bull or a horse, whichever antiquarianshave deei led It to be, the breast covered
with couch shells, the shoulders adorned with featheredwings, aud ihe head human iu siiape, with Assyrianfeatures and a huge curled beard. The head
is crowned. All round the sides ol the figure there
are long cuneiform inscriptions. The carving, as
with the fixures at the oilier mound, is still as perfectas when first chiselled.

JONAH'S GR1VK.
I had almost forgotten to say that at the village of

Niu veh the spot where the miraculous gourd grew
is stU) pomtc I out. TUc same spot, according to
Moslem tradition, is the site of Jonan's grave, aud a
mosi|ue. no' very handsome, has teen erected upon
it. We succeeded, al ter a great deal of trouble, In
getting an order irom the l'acha to view the interior,
and, greatly to the disgust of the guardiau of the
shrine, ho had to let us In, making us, however, take
Otr our boots, aud grumbling loudly that never belore
had a Curi.-tiaii foot, denied the mosque. Bin we saw
nothing worth describing. The routed tomb is
covered up with rich draperies, which are never removed.

Memorial Clinreb to <<cnernl Washington.
To the Editor ok the Herald:.
We have learned that recently the idea of building

a church memorial of General Washington has been
suggested by some patriotic, and, wo presume, pious
lady in Philadelphia. She proposes to build it in the
county of Westmoreland, Virginia, in which Washingtonwas born. The idea strikes us as b^ingagood
one and suggestive of a commendable spirit or patriotism.Whatever reelings may have been producedby the terrors and sufl'eiings of the late war,
we cuhnot forget that those who regard the early
Revolution as the source of all American prosperity
and happiuess must attribute to that trreat and cood
man more of mo credit of success than to any other,
lu contemplating his chaiacter and achievementswe lose sight of more recent events.
All must delight to honor him, and no one has over

yet feit justified In refusing to pay tribute to his
memory. In colonial times there were live fiplsco-
pal churches In Westmoreland. Pope's Creek onurcb
wad nearest to the birthplace of Washington,
and it is supposed Ills family worshipped
tiiere. The churches were Yeocomico, Nomlul,
I'ope's Creek, Hound Hill Leeds.
